SPECIAL CONCURRENT SESSIONS 


Another first for the Professional Development 
Conference was the initiation of concurrent sessions at the 
opening of the conference. These sessions included national 
consultants who provided valuable information on various 
subjects of interest to the participants of the Conference. 

Donald J. Rippey from the university of Texas at Austin, 
provided information on technological change and 
retraining of faculty. He specifically zeroed in on strategies 
for faculty in maintaining relevance, effectiveness and 
vitality. 

"The Human Side of Management" was presented by Melva 
Harris, President of Harris Development Consultants of New 
Jersey. Ms. Harris addressed supervisors on the topic of 
getting the best work from those who report directly to 
them. 

George Baker, Associate Professor at the university of 
Texas at Austin presented facts on how community colleges 
were redirecting their services to better serve the citizens 
of the community by providing more direction in curriculum 
choices. 

Money management is a subject of interest to each of us 
and many enjoyed Tom GamblU's talk on "Putting your Fiscal 
House in Order” which addressed personal money 
management as it affects the educational employee 
population. 

Computers have become a vital part of every institution 
and curriculum in higher education is facing many new 
challenges because of computers. Dr. Barbara Kurshan shared 
her extensive, practical experience as a consultant for 
EDUCOM with conference participants and provided selected 
demonstrations on intergrating computers in several 
disciplines.

Don Garrison, president of the Tri County Technical College 
in South Carolina vividly described the economic war we are 
currently fighting in his address on "Keeping America 
Working". 

The film on "if it is To Be, it is Up to Me” drew a large crowd 
and truly could boast, "Standing Room Only.” The film 
addressed just how you could take charge of your life. 
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Melva Harris, president of Harris 
Development consultants of New 
Jersey, focused on the human side 
of management.

~ Joseph Hamburg, Dean Emeritus at the College of Allied 
Health Professions, University of Kentucky Medical Center 
offered insights which will help organize and clarify the 
alternatives for colleges in the health services area. Dr. 
Hamburg served as a former national commissioner for the 
study of nursing and nursing education and has authored a 
five volume review of allied health education. 

If you needed memory development then you should have 
heard Dr. Vernon Magnesen’s presentation on "How to be a 
More Effective Teacher". Dr. Magnesen is the Associate Vice 
President at Triton College in River Grove, Illinois. He brought 
30 years of experience in teaching and shared practical ideas 

on how to be a more effective teacher. 

The Friday concurrent session also provided the 
opportunity for participants to view a film entitled "in 
Search of Excellence". This film provided lessons from 
America’s best-run companies with eight "secrets” for 
successful management of any organization, any project, 
even college. 

Stress management is always a topic of concern due to the 
fast pace of our world today. Ron Wiley, Director of 
Professional Development Programs, Inc. demonstrated how 
one can learn to relax and enjoy a high pressure job and also 
be able to deal with more pressure and less stress. 

Van Pilkinton, industry Consultant - Data Systems of AT&T 
presented information on "The Office of the Future” and 
how it is currently undergoing significant change. He 
provided information on the exciting advances of tomorrow 
and how they will require new skill and new ways of thinking 
about office management.

The Wednesday evening program, "A Celebration of 
student Success" included many aspects of student success. 
As everyone throughout the system knows, education's 
greatest resources are students -- their hopes, their dreams, 
their commitments, their goals, and their many aspirations. 
This new addition to the Professional Development 
Conference involved a tremendous amount of coordination, 
cooperation, and preparation with rewards that far 
exceeded the expectations of many.

The student art exhibits provided by the institutions 
throughout the state and coordinated by Larry Manning, 
displayed creative, artistic expressions and represented the 
vast majority of the colleges throughout the state.

Singers", the “Patrick Henry Singers” and the "J.D. 
Jazz", Jefferson Davis state Junior college. There would be 
no way to pick the best sound presented as each school 
provided the best in entertainment. 


The College Bowl League Champion, walker College, was 
recognized as they represented academic excellence in the 

system. 

The Alabama college Bowl League state Championship was 
held at Athens State College on March 26,1986. Athens State 
serves as administrative coordinator; the Deans of Students 
Association serves as sponsor of the League. For its third 
consecutive year, the League championship involved eight 
teams that qualified (two from each of the four district 
competitions) to compete at the state level. 

Nineteen teams composed of junior, community, and 
technical colleges competed successfully in the district 
competitions. Each of the three college divisions had at least 
one representative on theTopTeam which was composed of 
the ten top individuals who answered the most toss-up 
questions at the district competitions. 

Walker college won all except one of the day's seven 
rounds. Calhoun State Community College won all except 
two rounds thereby earning the second-place state position. 
Shelton State and Jefferson State tied with four wins each, 
but Shelton earned third place by having accumulated more 
total points. The other four teams, in the order in which they 
placed, were Brewer State, Enterprise State, Gadsden State 
and Northwest State. 

Four plaques were presented to the individuals who 
answered the most toss-up questions in the seven rounds of 
state competition. John Alexander of walker College won 
the top spot by answering 42 of 175 toss-up questions, 
Frankie Minor and Matt Ossip of Calhoun answered 30 and 29 
questions respectively, and Brad Condray of Gadsden State 
answered 25 questions. 

By placing first in the College Bowl League, walker College 
earned the right to represent Alabama in Jacksonville, Florida 
in the Brain Bowl against Florida and Mississippi teams.

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1985 CHANCELLOR'S AWARDS 


A new addition to the Professional Development 
Conference this year was the presentation of "The 
Chancellor's Awards” at the “Celebration of Student Success” 
program on Wednesday evening. Dr. Charles Payne, 
Chancellor established these awards to recognize four 
individuals who have made especially noteworthy 
contributions and accomplishments in the Alabama college 
System. The categories include: (1) Administrator of the 
Year, (2) Junior College Faculty of the Year, (3) Technical 
College Faculty of the Year, and (4) Staff Member of the Year. 

The nominees were nominated by an employee of an 
Alabama community, junior, or technical college and were 
approved by the President of the nominee's employing 
institution. A committee of individuals external to the 
Alabama college System was established to review the 
applicants and select 5 finalists in each category. These 
finalists were forwarded for final review and selection of the 
honorees by the staff of the National institute for staff and 
Organizational Development (NISOD), The University of Texas 
at Austin. 

The Chancellor’s Administrator of the Year Award 
recipient was Dr. Marilyn Beck of Lurleen B. Wallace State 
Junior College. Dr. Beck teaches at least one course each year 
in order to maintain currency in her teaching field and to 
further demonstrate her abilities to be successful and 

effective in the real world of classroom instruction. She is 
known throughout the state of Alabama, the south, and 
throughout the nation for her leadership in promoting 
teaching excellence. 

The Chancellor’s Award for Junior College Faculty of the 
Year for 1986 is Dr. Janice Roberts of Jefferson State Junior 
College. Dr. Roberts was recognized as her college's 
Outstanding Faculty in 1985. Her student evaluations are 
consistently above average compared to both local and 
national norms. She has developed courses, laboratory 
manuals, and co-authored a number of books adopted by 
colleagues in her field. 

The Chancellor’s Award for Technical College Faculty of the 
Year goes to Fred Kapp of Bessemer State Technical College. 
Mr. Kapp has worked extensively in the development of 
training for new industry in the state of Alabama. He knows 
where all of his graduates are employed which provides him 
with the ability to demonstrate the excellence they have 
achieved in the pursuit of their careers. He has served on 
virtually every committee at his home institution and has 
been diligently involved in a variety of statewide 
professional development conferences and associations. 

Last but by far, not least, is the 1986 Chancellor’s Award for 
Outstanding Staff Member of the Year. This recipient began 
her work at Enterprise State Junior College as a work study 
student and has played about every role possible since that 
time. Judy Roberts of Enterprise State Junior College takes 
active interest in her college, the students and faculty, and 
further epitomizes the critical role that staff members must 
fulfill if colleges are truly excellent.

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THURSDAY CONTENT SESSION OVERVIEW 


The Thursday content sessions were designed to include as 
many discipline areas as possible. These sessions were 
planned and developed entirely through the leadership of 
the Alabama College System chairpersons and their 

committee members. 

The Academic Deans had the pleasure of hearing Dr. 
George Baker, Associate Professor of Education at the 
University of Texas at Austin and Dr. Peter Ewell, Senior 
Associate with the National Center for Higher Education 
Management Systems. The two main subjects covered were 
"creating a Culture of Excellence” and "Student Outcome 

Assessments." 

Effective office management and demographics and 
marketing were the main topics under discussion at the 
Admission Officers Workshop. Elva Bradley, Assistant 
Director, Assessment Services for ACT and G. G. Newton and 
Associates covered both topics in a most informative 

manner. 

it is always interesting and educational to tour a plant and 
be informed as to how it operates. The Agribusiness 
Workshop had the opportunity to tour the Scott Paper 
Company along with a presentation from Pat Waldrop, 
Mobile county Superintendent of the Alabama Forestry 

Commission. 

The Air Conditioning Workshop had the misfortune of 
having their original program cancelled at a very late date. 
The Rheem Manufacturing Company was kind enough to fill 
in and Mr. Gary wantiez, National Training Director 
presented a very good program on heat pumps and gas 

furnaces. 

AIDS, clinical competencies, testing and legal aspects were 
several of the topics under discussion at the Allied Health 
Workshop. The afternoon session was divided into several 
disciplines which included emergency medical technology, 
dental assisting, medical lab, medical records, radiologic 

technology and respiratory therapy. 

Murray State University was the home of the presenter 
for the Art Workshop. Robert Head, Professor of Art 
provided an informative talk on "Art and the Artist- 

Teacher”. 

"Where Are the Technicians”, "Employer-Technical 
Relations", and "Team concepts" was the topic of interest to 
the Auto Body participants. Joe Hudson, Body Shop 
Manager with Capitol Chevrolet in Montgomery and Harold 
Joyner, Owner of Body Services in Prattville provided 

valuable insight in team concepts. 

Jerry Abston from Ford Motor Company, Steve Rinauldo 
from Honda and Gary Hoskins from General Motors 
Corporation covered topics such as AXOD Automatic 
Overdrive, programmed fuel injection and 440-T4 Automatic 
Transade for the Automobile Mechanics Workshop at 
Southwest state. 

A tour of Teledyne Continental Motors was provided for 
the Aviation participants along with a discussion of "Future 
Trends in Generai Aviation” by Larry Jensen, Director of 
Marketing and "Ground Power Generators” by William Hill, 
Director of Military Marketing. The afternoon session 
covered new concepts-reciprocating engines and rotary 
engines by representatives of Teledyne. 


The Behavioral science participants were fortunate in 
having Dr. Albert Ellis, Founder of RET (Rational Emotive 
Therapy) explain this method in the morning session and in 
the afternoon session he demonstrated this therapy to the 
group of participants. Substance abuse problems that exist 
were discussed by a representative of Charter Hospitals with 
some ideas on how to cope with these problems and how to 

recognize them. 

The environment was discussed in detail in the area of 
chemicals and “chemophobia" and exactly what our needs 
will be in the year 2020 at the Biology Workshop. The 
afternoon sessions were divided into three areas which
